Britam’s token payment on the

The big, silver bricks, said to 
number 9,000, were shipped across 


the Pacific from India by the Brit- 


jish government to fill immediate ob 


ligations to the United States. They | 
were brought from Honekong on 
the steamship Empress of Canada

reporters led to the theory the $5,- 
0¢-0,000 worth of silver is part of 
the British War debt scheme. 

The British government met its 
June 15 oblization by payment of a 
token installment on the total 
amount due on war debts. It was 
purely a ‘banking transaction and 
no actual money changed hainds. 

United States bankers handled 
the deal and it was assumed the 
silver brought bv the Empress of 
Canad today is part of the actual | 
payment as arranged. 

The silver will be picked up by 
one of the ships plying in the Pan- 
ama service and forwarded to New 
York ‘by express.

surely be a source of incapacity 
and great discomfort and some- 
times of severe infection to the 
one who suffers fram them.

BLISTER is the result of 
friction on some part of the 
body that has not been used to 
such treatment. The outer or 
horny layer of the skin is lcos- 
ened from the lower muscular 
and vascular layers. Immedi- 
ately, mature in her effort to 
correct anything that disturbs 
her usual routine sends an ex- 
cess of fresh blood to cover this 
loosened area. The serum or 
watery portion of blood imme- 
diately fills the space and we 
have what we call a blister. If 
the outer skin is not torn off this 
serum will soon cover this in- 
jured tissue and a new layer of 
skin is formed to take the place 
of the one blistered. But mcre 
often this outer layer is opened 
and we have under it a red ex- 
cruciatingly painful raw surface, 
* ” * 

LL the small nerve endings 
that are so sensitive and to 
which the skin is attached be- 
come very painful to touch. 
When they are left unprotected 
by outer skin, these raw spots 
are a fine place for dirt and 
bacteria to find a lodging and 
sre frequently the source of 
very painful sores or the en- 
trance for germs, causing in- 
fection and blood poisoning. So, 
they are not to be taken lightly 
or laughed at. : 
EVENTION is, of course, to 
protect the surface of the 
skin, when doing any unusual 
work that may cause rubbing. 
Wear gloves whenever possible 
at games or outdoor work. If you 
prefer to work and play in bare 
hands, put a strip of adhesive 
tape’ across the spot: tnat is like- 
ly to be rubbed and do it first. 
The skin can be toughened by 
bathing with alcoho! or alum 
water or astringent lotions of 
eny kind, but care should be 
{aken that the skin surface is 
sot made too dry. This will 
cause cracking, which may he 
just as bad as blistering.

QUESTION: My skin always 
breaks out. Can you prescribe a 
ciet?—W. A. 

ANSWER: There are as many 
different kinds of skin eruptions 
as there are folks who have 
them. Have your blood and skin 
tested and find your particular 
reaction before denying yourself 
anything you like. Rich foods 
of any kind must be eaten spar- 
tingly. Use plenty of good soap 
and water with friction to keep 
skin pores open. Be Sure your 
bowels are active. If pustules 
are present a cake or two of 
yeast or two or three yeast tab- 
lets a day will aid eruption.

Assorted Buns 

For fancy,:,, assorted buns, 
shape the dough into small balls 
the size of a walnut, brush with 
butter and allow to rise. Before 
putting into the oven to bake, 
top some of the buns with can- 
Cied cherries, others with nut 
meats and others with a_ tea- 
spoon of orange marmalade or 
with your favorite jam. Make 
cocoanut buns ky spreading the 
tops of the buns with a confec- 
tioners’ sugar icing and then 
sprinkling lightly with finely 
crumbled cocoanut. 

Prune Buns 

Prunes have a delightful flavor 
of their own that goes especially 
well with the breakfast cup of 
coffee or as a dessert for a light 
meal. Follow the basic. recipe 


for the buns given above. After - 


kneading, roll the dough out. 
very thin and cut into five-inch 
csauares. Spread with cooked. 
sweetened prunes from which 
the stones have been removed. 
Sprinkle with cinnamon and a 
little lemon juice. Fold over di- 
agonally and press the edges to- 
gether with the prongs of a fork 
Brush with melted butter and 
allow to- rise, then bake in a hot 
oven for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes. 

To get a high gloss on the 
buns, brush them with cream or 
with the white of an eger before 
taking them out of the oven.

Gi THE TOYS 
A CHILD LIKES 


A SUITABLE toy is one which 
£8 a cnud can work with and 
enjoy. Children like to work for 
their play. The toy. therefore, 
must be able to do thines if 
manipurared, 
and the child 
must be 
ready men- 
tally and 
physically’ to 
control it. If 
the toy is too 
hiaid for his 
wpe and de- 
velopment, 
he will soon 
give up trying 
to master it. 

A child 
likes to get 
results.When 
tho result is attained through his 
own effort, he enjoys complete 
saulisfaction, Any toy that makes 
this possible, will told his ian- 
terest, give him pleasure, stimu- 
lite his imagination and teach 
him manual deftness, if properly 
choven, He will return to it 
again and again of his own 
Volition, 

Hints for Friends 

In selecting a toy for a child, 
the modern shopper must evalu- 
ate the child for whom it is mn- 
tended. He should know some- 
thing of the child’s age, his in- 
terests and abilities. To have a 
ready appeal, a toy should fit in 
with what a child knows and 
what he is able to do. 

A relative or friend about to 
make a visit at a home where 
there is a child whom he doesn't 
know, is wise to wait until he 
has made the child's acquaint- 
ance before he goes shopping. 
Perhaps he can arrange to take 
the child along. Or better still, 
he may decide to wait until he 
g0es home. 

I particularly favor the latter 
method. For then not alone does 
the visitor know enough about 
the child to make a wise pur- 
chase but he knows whether he 
Ought to make it.

ROM time to time during the 

recent World Economic Con- 
ference the name of Sir Arihur 
Salter, member of the British 
Economic Advisory Council was 
often mentioned. Who is he? 
Wal, for one tning, he has been 
for yenrs, a specialist in curing 
economic ills of nations. He was 


one of the leading spirits to 
bring about the conference of 


nations which sought to solve the 
problem of world economics. 

Sir Arthur Salter is no dry-as- 
dust expert. Loag ago he recog- 
nized that the manipulation of 
men is as important as the 
handling of matter. Once he 
presided over a particularly diffi- 
culé committee, representatives 
of a dozen different nationalities, 
each one concentrating on hold- 
ing his national interests to the 
death. All day they sat and 
argued, until the interpreters 
were nearly dropping and the 
delegates were nearly dead. 

Curiously, Sir Arthur remained 
inactive. After dinner the dele- 
gates reassembled, but the Eng- 
lishman made no move. Late at 
night, however, he rose and 
quietly went from man to man. 
He argued for a few minutes 
with the two men he saw held 
the key to the situation, the men 
whose. profound differences‘ 
seemed to assure a deadlock. To 
the astonishment of the weary 
delegates, the two old enemies 
agreed upon a compromise. Their 
will-power had been sapped, a 
draft report was drawn and all 
signed. 


On another occasion a com- 
mittee was losing itself in a fog 
of talk. Sir Arthur had his own 
reasons for seeking an adjourn- 
ment. and to talk in private with 
the key man. The representative 
of an important state had been 
on his feet for fifteen minutes, 
talking about nothing in particu- 
lar. When he sat down the re- 
presentative of a rival state 
asked: “What does he say?” Up 
got the interpreter and caught 
Sir Arthur’s eye. “The honorable 
gentleman was saying that if we 
do not adjourn now we shall be 
too late for lunch.” Sir Arthur 
led the way oit. 

A famous European statesman 
now dead once described Sir 
Arthur Salter to his beautiful 
and distinguished wife as fol- 
lows: “He is not a ladies’ man 
and he is very reserved. He is 
unmarried, doesn’t dance and 
reads Greek history for amuse- 
ment. He is an Englishman who 
doesn’t keep a dog and never 
shot anything in his life.” 

Believe it or not the lady who 
thought she had a most difficult 
task to perform in meeting Sj 
Arthur told her husband: “I bé- 
gan by being polite and ended 
by being interested. That man 
has a magic gift. He talks and 
you see the machine working.
